Concrete Mixers. 

The most important feature is 
the patented low-charging design 
which enables the drum to he 
charged from the low platform 
that is attached to the machine, 
and portable with the outfit. 

The aggregates are dumped 
directly over the charging chute 
into the large opening of drum, 
and are forwarded by the charg¬ 
ing blades to the mixing portion 
which is provided with diagonal 
blades to insure thorough and 
rapid mixing. Both the charging 
and mixing blades are attached to, 
and rotate with, the drum. 

The large opening in the drum 
permits the mixing operation to be 
easily watched; and high grade, 
uniform concrete is secured with¬ 
out depending on guesswork. 

The discharge mechanism is 
semi-automatic, and in all except 
the smaller sizes can be operated 
from cither end of the drum. The 
discharge is very rapid; the me¬ 
dium sizes will load a wheelbarrow 
in one revolution of the drum. 

The folding platform affords 
larger space for charging, and en¬ 
ables cement and water to he sup¬ 
plied without interfering with the 
wheelers. It is folded up for mov¬ 
ing, and the complete outfit can he 
loaded in an ordinary box car with¬ 
out removing any parts. 

The drum construction allows 
contractors to mix cement and lime 
mortars, and a great variety of 
plasters, and the discharge will 
handle plasters, and mortars that 
will not fall from the discharge 
pockets of other types of mixers

Advantages of Low Charging Mixers. 

The low, compact design of “ The Standard ” 
avoids the necessity of any kind of mechanical charg¬ 
ing device; there is practically nothing to get out of 
order, and no skilled attendant is necessary. It can 
be moved rapidly from one point to another, takes up 
but small space, and folding platform is always ready 
for immediate use. 

A high charging mixer is impractical and unprofit¬ 
able without mechanical loading equipment, which 
makes cost and weight excessive or prohibitive for or¬ 
dinary concrete work, increasing first cost by about 
one third, and requiring one half more power to op¬ 
erate. 

Machines for Street and Road Work. 

Special Street Paving Mixer —A large capacity 
street paver, steel constructed, steam-driven, reverse 
traction machine. Vertical engine and boiler placed 
on opposite sides of the frame, near center, mounted 
very low. 

Mixing drum is arranged to discharge at the rear 
and is equipped with charging and mixer blades, and 
with the semi-automatically operated, quick discharge 
device. Skip has a wide open outer end, with a cen¬ 
tral horizontal stop rod which permits barrows to be 
wheeled directly on to end of skip and dumped over 
this rod. Speed of skip is about sixty feet per minute, 
and time required for discharge into mixer is about 
fifteen seconds. 

Regular length of distributing spout is twelve 
feet, and it is provided with three sectional openings 
so that concrete can be discharged at any point in its 
length. Spout has a swinging radius of half a com¬ 
plete circle, or 180 degrees. 


Road Paving —The road machine is the regular 
low charging mixer, mounted for rear discharge, fur¬ 
nished with water tank, distributing spout, and trac¬ 
tion. Is especially adapted for road, alley, curb, gut¬ 
ter and sidewalk work. Steam outfit is shown, but 
gasoline power is usually furnished.

The “ S. S. ST mixers meet the demand for very 
low-priced mixers, and are designed to give the user 
the advantage of low charging, the most important 
single feature for securing concrete at low cost. 

The “ S. S. ST mixers are especially adapted for 
construction work, such as laying sidewalks, curbs and 
gutters, foundations for small buildings, and building 
culverts, small bridges, abutments, piers, silos, etc., and 
can be operated to good advantage with a small crew 
of workmen. 

Because of the simplicity of design and few work¬ 
ing parts in the construction of the “ S. S. ST mixer, 
it is sold at a very low price. It can be charged either 
by wheelbarrows from platform only 20 inches high 
or by shoveling directly into drum. With the rapid 
semi-automatic discharge the mixed concrete is emp¬ 
tied from the drum in a few revolutions into wheel¬ 
barrow or directly into forms as desired. On account 
of the light weight, the outfit can be easily moved from 
one location to another by a few workmen. 

The “ S. S. ST is built in four sizes with capaci¬ 
ties of 4, 6, 9 and 11 cubic feet per batch, usually 
mounted on steel truck with gasoline engine housed, 
complete.
